Discrimination In Asian Admissions

BERRKELEY - Asian American 
community leaders and students 
clashed with University aqfficials 
Thursday night， Oct 29 in a forum 
addressing discrimination against 
Asians in the admissions process， 

The forum， "Asian Admissions: 
OverTepresentation OrT Discrimina- 
tion2”was held at Boalt Hall on the 
Berkeley campus. 

The Six-person panel included two 
members of the Asian American 
Task Force，formed in 1984 to 
investigate Asian Admissions，two 
top _ university administration offi- 
cials，and two students. 

Task force member Judge Lillian 
Sing (SF Municipal Court) focused 
her presentation on the task force's 
inteIpretation of the. findings of a 
Ieport released in October by the 
California Auditor General. 

Sing contended that the report， 
which found that whites admitted 
at 3a higher rate than Asians to all 
five colleges of the university， 
points to institutionalized anti-Asian 
discrimination， 

"When changes were ” made [in 
1984] in the admissions criteria， 
Asians were not included in com- 
mittees _ and task forces in -which 
those policy decisions were made," 
Sing said， It is those changes that 
caused a drop in Asian enrollment 
at UCB in Fall 1984，she said. 


EFFECTS UPON ADMISSIONS 


Henry Der，executive director of 
Chinese for Affirmative Action and 
member of the task force，spelled 
out the effects such policy changes 
have had upon Asian admissions. 

According to Der，the report 
states that in 37 out of 49 admis- 
Sions cases，white applicants had 
higher admissions Tates than Asian 
applicants， But those Same Asians 
had higher Academic Index Scores 
(AIS) -- a composite of the GPA. 
SAT score，and three achievement 
test SCOTes. 

It was the university's decision to 
Switch from determining qualifica- 
tions strictly on the basis of the 
AIS acore to considering "Supple- 
mental criteria,”such as the Pper- 
SOnal essay and foreigna language 
requirement， that 1lowered the 
chances for Asians to be accepted. 
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University Statistics Show Asians 
having higher AIS totals compared 
with whites，but rating lower on 
Supplemental criteria "On what 
basis did administration officials 
decide what students would be 
TIeviewed for Subjective criteria2" 
Der asked. 

Der ,also criticized the decision to 
drop low-income Asian applicants 
from a protected status，under 
which otherwise ineligible applicants 
would be considered for admission. 


Strongly Supportive of the the 
admissions pojlicies. 

Bud TITravers， assistant vice- 
chancellor -or ”Undergraduate 
Affairs，claimed that the Supple- 
Imental criteria was DeceSSary to 
deal with the increasing pool of 
applicants， almost all .of whom 
Satisfy the criteria. 

Travers added that the _ university 
neveIT make the decision to drop 
low-income Asians from protected 
status.， Only Equal Opportunity

"Appalled"” at the administration?s 
insensitivity towards the decline in 
Asian admissions，Der quoted UC 
Berkeley Chancellor Ira Heyman as 
Saying that the issue is "brilliant 
for organizing the Asian commu- 
nity. Some have become quite effec- 
tive in bringing their concerns to 
the legislators in Sacramento."

As far as the economic Structural 
reform (is concerned)，the reform 
will be speeded up. . . .

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field of economic structural reform 
That is also very important because 
we are thinking of separating man- 
agement from Ownership. 

In other words，factories in 
China are still owned by the state. 
They sed to be also managed by 
the _ state， through ”directors 
appointed by the state authorities. 
The result was that the directors 
and, for that matter，very often the 
Workers of the factory were not 
VerIy interested in (profits and 
losses of the company)， because 
after all，the government would 
always wTite-oft the loss. 

This is of course not a bad situa- 

tion，but it's not cost-e 人 cient， What 
we are doing right now is to Sepa- 
rate the .Ownership from the man- 
agement. In other words，the facto- 
ries will still be owned by the 
state，However，they will be man- 
aged by directors who have chosen 
to take charge of the factory 
through a bidding procedure. 
We hope we will be able able to 
improve the economic performance 
of these factories，sSoO its 3 VerIy 
important aspect of the reform . . . 
to instill vitality into the factories.

So the question 
is how fast should we go and what 
measures should we take，in other 
words，Priorities and how to work 
out priorities. . .All these things 
can be Teviewed or discussed. Then 
the minority should be subordinated 
to the majority，、 Its a democratic 
ProcesSs. We Should not conclude 
that Some people are Opposed to 
reform Simply because they have 
different views.

“Dont wash your hair on Chinese 
New Years Day”my mother would 
tell me，When TI asked her why she 
would say，"because its bad luck.” 
Not one to challenge the gods，I 
usually went along with such admo- 
nitions. I_ did think，bhowever，that 
Chinese culture seemed to be fll 
of Superstitious customs. 

Those_ customs evolved，as in all 
SOcieties，from 3a time when ques- 
tions about the Universe were 3ans- 
wered through metaphysics and not 
science， But the Industrial Revolu- 
tion in the 19th century pushed 
aside belief in the supernatural and 
TIeplaced it with the cold hard 
truths of science. 

In recent years，however，Ienewed 
interest in the study of the work- 
ings of mysterious earth Horces has 
led quite a few Bay Area residents 
of all ethnicities to study Chinese 
geomancy OF feng shui. Literally 
translated feng shui means wind 
and water -- _ elements which deter- 
mine one's health，Pprosperity and 
good luck. 

Steven Post，Sscholar，TesearcherT， 
lecturer on world geomancy and a 
student of Prof. Lin Yun，an inter- 
nationally-renowned geomancerT， 
talked to me recently _ about his 
work in the area. 


WATER AND WEALTH 


"Tve chosen to live in the foggi- 
est park of SF because water is 
associated with career and money. 
Rain and ocean fog has "chi” (lfe 
energy) -- a unique blend of heaven 
and water,'”he Said when asked 
about how he applies feng shui to- 
bis life. 

According to many Chinatown 
sources，Prof，Lin，who has a wide 


following of Chinese and other 
Americans，is 3a Imuch respected 
Practitioner of feng shui on both 
sides of the Pacific ocean. Post 
said， "People from all walks of life 
Seek out Prof， Lin for advice on 
careeISsS，health， peace of Imind， 
family life and of course，the 
attainment of wealth.” 

He related the case of a local 
Pianist/teacher of classical music 
who used feng shui advice to _ turn 
her career around.， She moved her 
piano to the wealth position of the 
r00m，making sure it was correct 
according to _ the location of the 
door. (Not in 1line with the door， 
but with the door visible when 
seated). She also altered the apart- 
ment building's 人 font door by hang- 
ing red tassels above the entryway. 
All of these changes，combined with 
her giving 3a party，led to her 
career being greatly enhanced. 

Post _ attributes the pianist?s 
improved fortunes to _the mnulti- 
cause theory -- that a seemingly 
"trivial event can have 3a Significant 
effect" on an individual's "luck." 


MIRROR SOLUTIONS 


In his own home，he noticed that 
as he exited his bedroom door，he 
was momentarily stopped by a wall. 
He compared the actual Physical 
reality of that wall allegorically 
with "constantly meeting an obstacle 
and having to stop in his own 
career.” His _ solution was to Place a 
large mirror on the offending wall. 
After doing so，he said，his "career 
and professional activities expanded 
enOrmously.” 


Feng shui solutions have not been 
lost on many Chinese businesspeople 
Who often consult with such experts 
before building offices and other 
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buildings. A case 记 point was the 
proposed eight-sided，68-story tower 
for the Oakland Chinatown Rede- 
velopment Project years 380. 

Then developer George Tan felt 
that the eight sides (baat gua) 
would ward off evil influences 


from all directions. The Chinese 


pronunciation of the number si 这 
(look) is a homonym for the word 
meaning wealth while eight (baat) 
is associated with the character “to 
increase.… 

Combined，the two stand for 
"increased wealth”-- Something no 
Self-respecting Chinese can turn 
down. Of course，the fact the Tan 
was Subsequently embroiled in a 
major bank scandal and lawsuit is 
quite another story. 

Bank employees in Oakland Chi- 


natown tell me that the numbers 68 . 


and 86 are the most frequently 
requested for safety deposit boxes. 
There 这 even 3a waiting list，、 Tve 
also _ heard its an often requested 
combination for personalized license 
Plates. 


IF IT WORRKRS，USE IT

SAN FRANCISCO  - 
Felicia Lowe's Six-year stuggle to 
make Carved 友 Silence about the 
detention of Chinese immigrants on 
Angel Island is a tribute both her 
Perseverance and her creative integ- 
Trity to make a film about her com- 
munity that is just as long as it 
needs to be. 

In the six years She not only had 
to endure the constant task of 
Taising funding from foundations. 
and members of the Chinese Ameri- 
can community，but found herself 

faced with a stunning discovery one 
day that her four-year-old daughter 
had cancer.， After two years of 
treatments and heartache，the cancer 
is now in remission -and it seemas 
her daughter will fully recover. 

But anyone who knows Lowe 
from her days as a producer/ 
reporter for omamntire on 
KGO-TV or from her documentary 
about her first meeting with her 
grandmother in China，CHPzizc Lamd 
of My Fatner，or from her volun- 
teer work in the Chinese American 
community，knows that she is Some- 
one who doesn't give up.

What the film does best of all is 
make one aware of the historical 
background that led to the racist 
action and then Show the resent- 
ment of immigrants who either had 
wait endlessly before they could 
join their relatives，Or worse，get 
sent back to China in humiliation. 

One of the three main interview 
subjects， Lee Puey You， was 
detained for 20 months and then 
Sent back to China. It took it her 
14 years to finally get back to the 
US. She remembers the humiliation 
she felt on the boat back to China. 
With tears in her eyes she says， 民 
put hot rice on my chest to ease 
the Dain." 

Lowe explained that it was very 
difficult getting People to talk 
abonit their experiences at all， 
“much less on film. Also 工 wanted 
People who were interesting to look 
at and who were articulate." 

Her training as a journalist came 
in handy when she had to balance 
the need to give the facts and yet 
trim “information for the Sake of 
emotional impact.” She would have 
liked to do more dramatic recre- 
ations，but was limited by funding， 
which she Says 'is still close to the 
Wire." 

The title of the fim refers to 
the poems carved into the walls by 
the imprisoned Chinese，Lowe's film 
will carve its niche into the film- 
0graphy of the Chinese American 
experience and into the feelings 
and intellects of those who see it.
